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EDITORIAL COMMENT 


THE HOMECROFT IDEA .* ^ By Wm. E. Smythe 


I![N all parts of the United 


States there is a marked 


movement toward the soil, 
and this is by no means 
confined to those who want 
to make thier 
living by 


farming. 
In New Eng- 


land, for ^instance, 
aban- 


doned land and homesteads 
are being purchased and) 
improved by well-to-do city 
families who are beginning 


to look forward to their holiday in the country 
as the happiest a>s of the year. There is a 
little flood of literature on the subject of country 
living which supplies most interesting evidences 
of changing tastes and tendencies. 


Another and still more striking manifestation 


of the hunger for the soil and blue sky is the 
rapid expansion of surburban districts in the 
neighborhood of large cities and towns. Men do 
business in the cities, because they must do so 
tinder modern conditions: but they do not care 
to spend their nights in the cities, nor to rear 
their children there. 
Hence, the country sur- 


rounding big towns is everywhere being devel- 
oped on the most beautiful lines to make homes 
for middle-class people. 
It is getting so that 


onh the very rich and the very poor can afford 
to live in great cities—the rich because they can 
live in splendor without hurting their pocket- 
books, the poor because they can live in squalor 
\\ithout hurting their pride. 


There is one aspect of this new movement tc 


ward the soil which possesses peculiar interest 
for the friends of irrigation, and which may well 
be considered in connection with the development 
of the larger Xevada towns. 


"Homecraft'' is a new word, coined for the 


purpose of expressing a new idea. As defined by 
its friends, it means a small piece of irrigated 
land, occupied by its owner of lessee, to whom it 
>iekls the whole or a part of his living. "The 
Homecroft Village" is a tract of land lying with'c 
in easy reach of some steam or electric railway, 
not more than half an hour away from a good 
sized town, divided into small plots of land, none 
larger than an acre, and cultivated intensely un- 
der the best scientific direction. One of these 
ne\\ villages is located at Watertown on the 
Charles River, and is intended for the benefit of 
Boston \\orkingmen who are tired of the city 
and want to get their families into the country 


A verv important feature of the work is the 


'Homecroft House," which is an old-fashioned 
residence, surrounded by an acre of land. This 
is the social and education headquarters and is 
used as a school for gardening and handicrafts 
The scheme of industrial education is a vital part 
of the work, as the workingman's children are 
carefully taught the culture of the soil and the 
use of such tools as they may need in making 
and maintaining homes on the land. She girls are 
also educated in domestic science and thus pre- 
pared for their share in homekeeping. 


The "Homecrofters," as they are called, airr 


to demonstrate that social conditions may be im- 
mensely improved without revolutionary changes 
of any sort, and, indeed, without a line of legis- 
lation. They hope to make thousands of these 
villages, thus giving millions of men a foothold 
on the soil and a degree of independence which 
will materially elevate the common standard of 
living. It is argued that the workingman will 
have no fear of hard times when he can make 
his living directly from the soil and that the little 
homecraft, in connection with the practical educa- 
tion his children obtain, will be a pretty good life 
insurance policy. 


The Homecroft movement is an outgrowth 


of the National Irrigation propaganda, at least 
m the sense that many influential men who be- 
came interested in the western work from the 
standpoint of social reform think they see an op- 
portunity for a national work in making homes 
for workingmen in the neighborhood of great 
cities. George H. Maxwell, who was at the head 
of the National Irrigation Association during the 
vears in which it came to fruitage, is also the 
most active worker in this new field, and is rally- 
ing some of the most powerful interests in the 
United States to his support. He has always re- 
garded the matter of opening the land to the 
masses of men as one of the most promising rem- 
edies for social and economic evils, and he is ap- 
plying himself to this new line of work with the. 
same tireless energy which he gave to the old. 


The famous garden cities of England are 


much like the Homecroft villages, except that 
they are not as strictly surburban. In England 
a large tract of agricultural land is obtained and 
laid out after the manner of an ordinary town, 
except that the residence lots are large and that 


an obligation to make fine garden improvements 
is laid upon all occupants. There is a reservation 
for stores and industries in the center; then 
comes the large residence lots, with a fringe of 
small farms on the exterior. Land is not sold 
but leased at five per cent upon the investment 
These garden cities have been very successful 
and given thousands of people of very moder- 
ate means improved conditions of living, 
i 


There is apparently no reason why such sur- 


burban settlements should not be made in the 
West, particularly in California. The Golden 
State receives a constant stream of new settlers 
who possess, on the average, a fair amount of 
capital, but who find it difficult to make places 
for themselves in the business professions, 
or 


trades of large towns. Thousands of acres of 
good land, which are now being laid out in lots 
for the wildest speculation, might well be put to 
use in making honest livings for those who are 
nocking to California, as well as for many people 
already there. 


If it is a good scheme in California why not in 


Nevada ? Why should there not be such surbur- 
ban settlements in the neighborhood of half a 
dozen commercial or mining towns ? In answer- 
ing this question it is to be remembered that the 
electric railway, the telephone, and other modern 
devices have revolutionized town life and that 
it is no longer necessary for nine-tenths of the 
population to be crowded upon a few acres of 
ground. 


It is perfectly feasible for many workers in 


the town to live a few miles out in the country 
where they can get ten times as much land for 
half as much money. It is feasible for them tc 
be in a measure independent of wages by taking 
a part of their living from the soil. It is feasible 
for them to create facilities which will give their 
boys and girls a degree and kind of education 
not now supplied by the public schools—though 
it ought to be. Boys and girls should come forth 
from school absolutely fitted to be married and 
make a living, and the doorway to the land should 
swing wide open before them. That, at leastl, is 
the conviction of those who are enlisted in the 
Homecroft work. 


The question of ways and means is the first 


problem which will confront those undertaking 
to establish such settlements. 
In Germany, the 


government charters land banks authorized tc 
issue bonds for the purpose of buying, improving, 
and settling land in small tracts. In New Zea- 
land, the government does the business itself 
thus making it very easy for the people to get 
homes. In this country, the government does no1 
do such things, but philanthropic capitalists have 
sometimes been found who regard it as a sound 
business proposition to furnish money for the 
purpose at three per cent per annum. 


Personally, I am not! expecting the govern- 


ment to do such things on the Pacific Coast for 
some time, nor do I imagine men will be found to 
indulge in the luxury of "philanthropy at three 
per cent." But, for the life of me, I cannot under- 
stand why some of the abounding capital and 
tireless energy we seem always to have on Cap 
for real estate adventures should not be applied 
in this direction. 


If it is a good thing to plat an addition to 


every town showing the slightest symptoms of 
growth, and flood the market with little lots on 
which somebody may be compelled to live in the 
dim future, why is it not an even better thing tc 
lay out a thousand acres somewhat on the lines 
of Homecroft village or a garden city and offer 
generous, irrigated lots to those who may want 
to make a living and have a home in the midst 
of the best social conditions ? There is no rea- 
son td doubt that it would pay financially if un- 
dertaken in a broad-guaged way. 


Some things there are which no one will dis- 


pute. The almost universal tendency to seek trn 
soil; the almost unlimited possibilities of sur- 
burban development opened by rapid transit; tht 
wonderful productivity of land which waits upon 
irrigation; the need of scientific training by those 
who would till the soil with the best results; the 
growing hunger of men to grasp some measure 
of real independence apart from employment by 
others—these are facts known to all who think. 


And the further fact is this: The city and the 


state which makes the best use of land and water 
will thereby make the strongest appeal to the 
citizens of the future. If it should become known 
that the neighborhood of Reno, ^fpr example 
offered the finest opportunities for men to make 
sure of a living and high social advantages by 
means of a moderate investment, supplemented 
by their own energies and by the trained intelli- 
gence of their children, then Reno would become 
a fascinating spot on the map for thousands who 
might not otherwise be able to participate in its 
busy life. 


NOW it is Anthony Comstock's turn at the 


muck-rake, and despite the state of the weather 
he seems to tackle the job with glee. 


DESPITE the thousand and one predictions 


of the last year or two, the Czar is still alive and 
doing business at the old stand.
